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This is a decision on the petition styled, "CLAIM FOR BENEFIT OF FILING DATE OF 
EARLIER FILED APPLICATION", filed October 4, 2001. The petition is properly treated 
under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3) as a petition to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 USC 
1 19(e) for the benefit of a prior filed provisional application. 

The petition is dismissed as moot , 

A petition for acceptance of a claim for late priority under this section is only applicable to 
those applications filed on or after November 29, 2000. See 57024 Federal Register/ Vol. 65, 
No. 183/Wednesday, September 20, 2000. Therefore, since this application was filed prior to 
the November 29, 2000 effective date, the petition is dismissed as involving a moot issue. 

Regarding finances, a review of financial records associated with the above-identified 
application reveals that petitioners owe 1 10.00 for the Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE), filed October 4, 200 1.
